Frank J. Bogan, son of Captain James

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HISTORICAL ANDOVER 


No. 127. 


A Friend of Quakers. 


The genealogy of the Connecticut 
branch of this ancient line of Phelps 
seems very reliable and well prepared; 
but that of the Andover hne from 
Henry of Salem, bound with the other 
tribe, arranged by a. different brain, 
has so many errors that it has brought 
me to a decision to do’ all I can to 
correct the most appalling contra- 
dictions. There is still much to do 
with this difficult family, on account of 
neglect to record. One of the largest 
families resident a long while in Tewks- 
bury is finely kept, as are all the Tewks- 
bury records usually, of the last cen- 
tury. I shall be very glad to get all 
the help possible, when we get to 1800 
to correct and fill the gaps of our town 
lists. 

‘Henry Phelps just came over in the 
Hercules with part of the family at any 
rate, and died very soon after he got a 
good grant of Salem land. He was 
here 1634 and that is about all we 
know of him. How he was related to 
any other Phelps, who came at the 
same time to Roxbury, !William and 
1Richard, and ‘George and others, is 
not yet clear, .and more work will be 
needed in English records. The Phelps 
Book goes back to William of baptism 
in Tewksbury Abbey church in 1597, 
who seems to be at the head of those 
who form the main body of 1634 emi- 
grants, and a Francis Phelps is men- 
tioned of Staffordshire, and a brother 
Edward is given to William of Tewks- 
‘bury, and a very early Nicholas Phelps 
is called to administer estate of his 
brother William, who died in 1613. 
So while we find no Henry handy in 
the meagre lists, we find the, names of 
Edward and Nicholas used by Henry 
/in naming sons born over there, who 
are at the head of our Essex County 
lines here, and in time we shall prob- 
ably connect. 

The name is spelled Felips and 
Phyllyppes, often Felpes, and in our 
day and record of Andover, the added 
syllable has misled many who copy it 
as Phillips. The «fleur de lis” and 
the “ramping” cats of the arms can 
also be left to persons who make a 
special study of such matters. I could 
notsee that the English family were 
very unorthodox, but some were on 
Cromwell's side in 1654. What pos- 
sessed the children of Henry of Salem 
to face the officials who troubled 
Quakers, I cannot say. Being a de- 
scendant of Henry myself, as a good 
many “kickers” here-in Andover, are, 
I somehow feel that it was the joy of 
‘ “kicking,” of getting off the track into 
!the wide pasture in defiance of the 
narrow discipline of the early ecclesi- 
astics in authority. Baptist, Quaker, a 
little later Scotch Presbyterian and 
finally Whitefield’s Separates, some- 
thing stirred the hearts of the early 


fathers to seek new bottles for their: 


spiritual fermeéntings. “Much of what 
we gleam .of the family of Henry for 
20 years, is the record of fines, im- 
prisonment and quite a little of a-very 
decided expression of “opinion, which 
may be unjust- to the good pillars of 
the church, Elizor, the . widow’ of 
Henry, married* Thomas Trussler of 
‘Salem after Henry’s death, but -all the 
dates we have are the two wills, 
Thomas dying 1654, giving what seems 
his life interest in Phelps’ estate to the 
sons of Elinor, with a legacy cf 10£ to 
a daughter in London, while she, fol- 
lowing him in 1655, left the Salem ee- 
tate to Nicholas and Edward, and the 
inew farm she had bought shortly 
before from her pastor Edward Norris, 
out towards the old Phelps mills (now 
a station on Boston & Lowell R. R.) to 
Henry. ?Henry, *Nicholas, 7Edward, 
| the three sons, swapped about so much, 
and sold bits off the old grants here 
and there down to the final transfer 
from Andover heirs to old,Salem lots 
| so that I hardly know just what each 
one did own, in Salem, which then in- 
cluded all Danvers, Peabody, Middle- 
ton and all the other places called off 
so glibly by the official at the Salem 
Station, as the old Essex R. R. trains 
start. Elinor frees her mind in regard 
to the teacher, Mr. Norris, in 1644, 
she then married to Trussler) saying he 
taught the people lies, while Norris 
and Endicott, both the foundations of 
the church were unfaithful.

I do not think any of his line 
staid here, and the line of Reading. and 
Beverly Phelps are mainly from *Henry 
and an odd Christopher Phelps who 
was hanging around Salem all this 
time, unattached. 

2Edward, born in England about 
1628, married Elizabeth Adams of 
Newbury, daughter of Robert and 
Elinor, born 1627 (Quakers). He died 
here 1689, she lived to 1718, dying at 
91. Edward was a weaver by trade, 
and his 40 acres did not seem to bring 
him in much division lands, as he was 
not here early enough for the great 
lots. He lived in 
before he came here, although keeping 
the Salem rights, given by stepfather 
Trussler to the family. We have never 
been able to find the two sisters named 
in the will of Elinor, her own daugh- 
ters doubtless, nor why Nicholas in the 
inventory of estate should allude to 
father Moulton’s farm.

*Edward, Samuel, sisters Elinor, 
wife of William Chandler, and Eliza- 
beth, wife of Joseph Ballard are the 
heirs of the small Andover estate left 
by Edward upon which the venerable 
Elizabeth died in 1718. I hope to be 
able to.trace this first home sometime. 
It was deeded by *Edward to brother 
Samuel when he left for Lancaster’ in 
1708 to 1710, and he I think gave it to 
son *Samuel. It was near Chandler 
lot and near Hill top behind Seminary, 
a part at least, and some was sold to 
Timothy Abbott on the S. H. Bailey 
farm lot near “Rattlesnake Rocks.” 
Some also went to Samuc! Blunt near a 
great Rock and the old Chandler lots. 
It is still a little vague where the house 
of ?Edward stood but I may recover it 
in later deeds. By the Chandler inter- 
marriages and gifts, these Phelps lines 
worked into West Parish across the 
Shawshine, where the local homestead 
can be followed. 8Elinor Chandler's 
children roamed through Chelmsford 
to Charlestown, N. H., into the lone- 
some “hearts of ancient woods,” but 
they were all noted for energy. In the 
nervous exhaustionist 8Elizabeth, wife 
of Joseph Ballard, we may have a case 
of malarial delirium or hypochondria, 
similar to an early case in the Gibson 
family in Cambridge. She had an im- 
agination and the temperament of the 
‘ancestor who favored Quakers, sensi- 
tive to the environment but she. lacked 
his backbone.

Five of the textile unions at Fall 
River, Mass., voted on Dec. 20 in fa- 
vor of submitting to arbitration the 
questions involved in the strike which 
has continued since July last.  Presi- 
dent Golden of the United Textile 
Workers says that if this proposition 
is not accepted by the cotton mill own- 
ers the. strike will be fought to a 
finish. 


Child Labor In New York. 

Robert Hunter, the head worker of 
the University settlement at New York, 
has told the Central Federated union 
that the state labor commissioner, Mc- 
Mackin, has failed to enforce the exist- 
ing laws for the prevention of child la- 
bor and for factory inspection. In this 
connection Mr. Hunter told the labor 
leaders that statistics showed that 
there were 2,000,000 children employed 
in the factories of the United States to- 
day and that there were the same 
number of unemployed men. Mr. Hunt- 
er’s investigations showed that in New 
York the law was systematically vio- 
lated. _ Photographs were procured 
showing children four, five and six 
years of age employed’ in the factories. 
In one factory there were 300 children 
under fourteen. In another a whole 
family worked, including a child of 
four, who earned 10 cents a day. 


Violence In Labor Conflicts. 

Slason Thompson in the Dec. 17 Out- 
look asks. if strikes can be conducted 
without violence successfully. He 
answers his own question by compiling 
statisties of strikes inthis country 
from Jan. 1, 1902, to June 30, 1904, 
showing that 180 persons had been 
killed, 1,651 injured and 5,553 arrested. 
Of the killed he finds that 116 were 
nonunion men, 51 union strikers and 
13 officers. Of the injured 1,366 were 
nonunion, 151 union and 134 officers. 
Of the arrests 1,059 were union strik- 
ers and 3874 nonunion men. = Mr. 
Thompson believes these facts show 
that violence and lawlessness are the 
almost inseparable combatants of 
strikes involving large bodies of men.

The Rev. S. G. Miller, superintend- 
ent of the John C, Martin fund, which 
now amounts to nearly $2,000,000, to 
be used for educating negro clergymen 
of aj] denominations, reports that he 
has finished the work of organizing 
Bible institutes in Arkansas and has 
made beginnings in at least three other 
southern states—Georgia, South Caro- 
lina and Tennessee.

The latest achievement in..creative 
horticulture by Luther Burbank of San 
Franeisco is the “Australian star flow- 
er,”. which he has eyolyed.from an Aus- 
tralian annual.

Railway Men See President. 

With the object of getting to the bot- 
tom of the railroad rebate question 
President Roosevelt has been holding 
personal conferences with the leading 
railway presidents of the country. One 
at a time these men have been the 
president's guests, including Mellen of 
the New Haven, Cassatt of the Penn- 
sylvania, Lipley of the Santa Fe, Stick- 
ney of the Chicago and Great Western 
and others. 

President Hill, the creator of the 
Northern Securities company, in a pub- 
lic statement gives warning that to cut 
down transportation rates arbitrarily 
would. necessitate reduction of operat- 
ing cost, including the item of wages. 


To Rescue Philadelphia. 

The movement begun by prominent 
business men in the City of Brotherly 
Love to wipe out the disgrace of a cor- 
rupt municipal regime took concrete 


at the Bourse, which adopted the or- 
ganization plan drafted by the commit- 
tee of seven. This provides that a 
board of nine members, supervised by 
a committee of seventy, shall conduct 
an active campaign for the purpose of 
indorsing candidates based upon per- 
sonal character and that a fand of not 
less than $50,000 a year shall be pro- 
vided to pay the expense of such a 
campaign. John C. Winston was named 
chairman of the executive board. Rep- 
resentative, professional and business 
men took part in the work of organiza- 
tion.

Senator Stewart of Nevada has in- 
troduced a bill raising the salary of 
the president of the United States to 
$200,000 a year, the vice president and 
speaker to $20,000 each and each sena- 
tor and representative to $10,000, the 
bill to take effect March 4, 1909. 


Congress Takes Holiday Recess. 

The senate and house adjourned Dec. 
21 until Jan. 4, as is customary during 
the Christmas holidays. 


Legal and Criminal. 


Compels Automatic Couplers. 

In the case of Johnson versus the 
Southern Pacific Railway company be- 
fore the United States supreme court 
Dec. 19 the decision requires that ratl- 
road companies shall use automatic 
couplers which will couple with all 
others, no matter what the make. The 
court also decided that locomotives as 
well as cars must have automatic coup- 
lers and that a car engaged in inter- 
state commerce is as much subject to 
the safety appliance law when stand- 
ing on a siding as when in motion. 
Dining cars, even though empty, must 
have couplers. The decision was writ- 
ten by Chief Justice Fuller. 


State Boundary Decision. 

The supreme court also decided Dec. 
19 in favor of Nebraska the boundary 
dispute between that state and Mis- 
souri. The case involved the question 
as to whether a change of the course 
of the Missourt river had the effeet of 
ehanging land whieh had heretofore 
been on the west side of the river to 
the east side of the river from the ju-| 
risdiction of Nebraska to the jurisdic- 
tion of Missouri, but the ct hela!

Coincident with the revolutionary ri- 
ots at Moscow and elsewhere in Rus- 
sia, it became known to the leaders of 
the zemstvos that the czar had _ pre- 
pared an unsatisfactory reply to their 
appeal for a representative form of 
government. This answer tells the 
people that the czar’s son must not 
have his power impaired and that the 
sources of.all laws must remain in the 
emperor, At the same time the czar 
promised to rectify some defects in ad- 
ministration along the line suggested 
by M. de Witte, president of the min- 
isterial council.

Interstate Commerce Report. 

The interstate commerce commission 
in its report submitted to congress con- 
tends that the successful regulation of 
commerce for which the commission 
was created depends upon the effective 
publication and correction of existing 
rates. Attention is called to the fact 
that legislation is necessary to confer 
power over freight, rates and to make 
the orders of the commission effective. 
The commission does not aim to create 
tariff schedules, but merely to redress 
transportation wrongs shown to exist 
after hearing all the affected interests. 
Evils of the private car system in de- 
ranging freight rates are pointed out. 
It is suggested that the car line compa- 
nies be brought under the ‘commission.

Cost of Sea Level Canal. 

Chief Engineer Wallace of the isth- 
mian canal commission reports in fa- 
vor of a sea level canal at Panama, 
which he estimates would cost about 
$300,000,000. He says such a canal 
wovlld be less expensive to maintain 
and operate, that time would be saved 
in passage through it and that it could 
be widened or deepened without inter- 
fering with traffic. 


Power to Control Railroads. 

President Roosevelt is said to have 
referred to the department of justice 
the whole question of fixing railway 
rates so ag to prevent rebates. An 
opinion from the attorney general is 
requested. The plan suggested by Sen- 
ator Elkins of West Virginia is receiv- 
ing some consideration—namely, to ap- 
point an additional judge in each dis- 
trict to attend exclusively to interstate 
commerce questions. 


Civil Service Extended. 

The president has placed under the 
civil service rules all positions in the 
forest reserve corps of the general land 
office. This will affect 538 employees, 
such as forest rangers, supervisors, 
ete.

Secretary of the Navy Morton has 
approved the acceptance of bids for 
the construction of the cruisers Mon- 
tana and North Carolina by the New- 
port News Shipbuilding company and 
for the battleship New Hampshire by 
the New York Shipbuilding company. 
The cruisers will cost $3,575,000 each

ASPHYXIATION, 

Henry Parent. a reporter on the 
French publication ‘“‘Le Progress” was 
asphyxiated in his room 506 Common 
street early Tues@ay morning. At @ 
o cioék Mr. Moran who lives up stairs 
was passing through the corr.dor 
Which leads) to Parent’s room = and j 
noticed the odor of gas. He called 
Mrs. Chagnon who secured a key ‘and 
together they entered the room, 

Parent was lying on the bed, part- 
ly covered, with ihs arms folded across 
his chest apparently asleep. A sma‘: 
gas stove was burning at the foot of 
the bed and jt is thought that the leak 
Was somewhere in the pipe or burner 
cof this stove. 

Medical Examiner Dow was sum- 
moned and pronounced the-man dead. 


As the body was still warm it was 

thought that he had not been Cead 

more than two hours. , 
Henry Parent had appeared in the 


best of spirits all day. He spent the 
evening at the drug store of Dr. La 
Palme, the proprietor of the ‘Le Pro- 
gres.”" About 10 o'clock he left for 
home and nothing was seen of him 
until this morning when he was 
found dead. The oil of the room lamp 
which was filled yesterday was haif 
gone and two lengthy articles on the 
desk showed that he has sat up so>me 
time writing before retiring. The 
probable theory is that he sat up wrii- 
ing until stupefied by the fumes of the 
gas he undressed and retired not ni- 
ticing the slowly increasing volume of 
gas in the room. Lacaillade and Le- 
gendre were summoned and removed 
the body to their undertaking rcoms 
on Common street, 

Henry Parent came to this city two 
weeks ago. For the past four years 
he was employed on the Independent, 
a French paper of Fall River: He was 
born in Rimonski Canada, in 18638. He 
was well educated and has. studied 
law. In his native city he has been a 
central figure in political life, his 
strong personality supported by an in- 
fluential family. 


MANY UNABLE TO HEAR DR 
BOWKER. 

Many were unable to get into city 
hall last night to hear Dr. John “:. 
Bowker give his illustrated Téecture on 
“Japrussa.” 

The lecture proved one of the most 
interesting that the doctor has ever 
presented to a home audience. 

Dr. Bowker spoke first of Russia 
and described the people and buildings 
in various cities. He declared that 
millions of dollars were wasted by the 
autocrats in Russia because’ kings 
must have slaves. The people are not 
inhospitable because there are human 
hearts in Russia just as there are in 
Lawrence. Much has been written 
about loose morals in Russia but con- 
ditions prevail in Japan which wouli 
make the average Russian blush with 
shame. Some day the Russian people 
will rise and put an end to despotism. 
The Russian women In the upper class- 
es are the peers of any women of 
continental Europe. 

Dr. Bowker declared that there 15 
some religious freedom in Russia and 
to support his statement pcinted to the 
fact that in one Russian city there is 
a Roman Catholic church and another 
church which does not conform with 
the Russian church. Russia is not 
prieSt ridden as some enemies of the 
country try to make it appear. 

“No external blow can destroy Rus- 
sia.’ said Dr. Bowker emphaticd#ly. 
“No six nations can destroy the em- 
pire. Some-internal force. might ruin 
it but no external force ean do so, We 
can warn Washingtornot to rouse the 
Russian bear by meddlesome interfer- 
ence “Keown as diplomacy, but to fet 
him sleep because pe can use nis 
claws and scratch, . * 

Transferring his rémarks to the.sub- 
jec. of Japan. Dr. Bowker painted a 
wore picture of” the beauties of nattrre 


in the land-of, the mikado. He ‘old 
about his many expeyiences in Japa 
and of the Avonderful prpgress: made 
by the people since 1867. He stated 
that’ Japan was on the road tagbe con- 
sidered one of the great, world powers. 


“Whatever may be the outcome «f 
the present war. said Dr. Bowker in 
conclusion, “Japan will ever remain 


the paradise the artist and the hap- 
py hunt: ground of the traveler, In 
Japan you are sure of a warm wel- 
come and if you go there once you will 
always have 4 desire to go again.”

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MOODY TO FIGHT THE PAPER 
TRUST. 


ST. PAUL, Dee. 27—Atty.-Gen, Moo- 
dy»for the U. 8S. througn U. 8S. Dist.- 
Atty. Haupt and F. B. Kellogg and J. 
H. Beck, special assistant atterneys 
general, filed a petition In the U, 8. 
district court, in which he makes the 
General Paper Co. principal defendant 
and a large number of paper companies 
in Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan 
party defendants in a suit to enjoin 
them from doing business througt :the 
General Paper Co,, as the sales agent, 
in violation of the provisions of sects. 
1 and 2 of the aet of congress approved 
July 2, entitled an “Act to protect 
trade and commerce against unlawful 
restraints and monopolies.” 

The petition alleges that in  conse- 
quence of the combination, all compe- 
tition in the manufacture, sale and 
distribution of paper had been restrict- 
ed and the price of all paper products 
greatly increased, particularly that of 
news print ‘paper which has been in- 
creased about 50 p. c. 

It further states that no Jealers or 
newspapers or other consumers in the 
territory west of the Mississippi, witn 
the exception of certain newspaper 
publishers in St. Louis and Chicago 
can purchase any paper, except directly 
through the General Paper Co., and 
then only upon terms dictated by the 
latter, 

The court is asked to declare the al- 
leged combination unlawful and that 
the General Paper Co., be enjoined 
from acting as sales agent for the oth- 
er defendants and that the latter oe 
enjoined from continuing their ar- 
rangement with the General Paper Co, 

The court is also asked to direct the 
defendants to come into court, and an- 
swer all questions relating to the alle- 


gations of the petition as may be nec- 
essary.

Al the opening chapter of the war 
for independence, for his distinguished 
services in the last-named war, 
Was unanimously elected commander- 
in-chiet of the American army, by his 
admiring countrymen. <A succession. of 
disustrous engagements dampened the 
spirits of our army at the beginning 
of the Revolution, commencing with 
the battle of Long Island. ‘But the re- 
treats on such occasions were adroitly 
planned, and conducted in so measteriy 
a manner by their beloved comman- 
der, as to reflect no discredit to our 
soldier's courage or valor, even though 
the march was some time made with 
naked feet, leaving tracks of blood on 


the frozen ground, which emphasizes 
the stress in the fortunes of war to 


Which the rank and file of the Contin 
ental army were brought. 

Frederick the Great followed Wasii- 
ington and his army throughout the 
long struggle of the American colonies 
for independence with unwavering In- 
terest. He analyzed every military ex- 
ploit which sometime meant victory, 
and sometime defeat to the American 
army—with the unerring insight of a 
great general who had passed through 
a similar ordeal. He remembered witu 
a touch of pardonable pride, how in 
his own case, the stronger the odds 
against the army of Prussia, only stini- 
ulated him to greater exertions and 
greater self-sacrifice for his country’s 
Welfare until he triumphantly rode 
from the din of battle with victory 
perched upon the Prussian banner. 

The mighty war-king could then 
sheath his sword with honor! He feit 
his great dreams turning into unmis- 
takable realties. “His exertions” at 
that period of his life, said Macauley, 
“were such as were hardly to be ex- 
pected from a human body, ‘or a hu- 
man mind.” 

There was never a doubt in the un- 
prejudiced mind of Frederick as to the 


inevitable issue of the American Rev- 
olution. Early in* March, 1777, he 
wrote “all the information which he 
had received went to show that the 
colonies would oblain and keep their 
independence.” We quote the woras 
from an English historian, -“and the 
factsof-the..case..as.he..knew...then., 


were the property of all the world.” 

If ether European sovereigns fore- 
saw the end with the clear prophetic 
mind of Frederick of Prussia, they 
Were so wisely discreet as to give no 
sign, or word. that could be construed 
into a confirmation of Frederick's en- 
couraging announcement, Which was 
made three months after Washington 
and his troops had crossed the Dela- 
Ware on that memorable night of De- 
cember 26, 1776, and surprised the en- 
emy in their camp at Trenton, return- 
ing with one thousand -prisoners “8 
trophies of their prowess. 

This daring adventure, executed with 
so much tact and ability, was the rift 
Within the cloud which made possiblp, 
by inspiring fresh hope and renewed 
courage in the hearts of our soldiers, 
the defeat and surrender of Genere! 
Burgoyne on that history-famous day 
October’ 17. 1777. It was four months 
iifter Burgoyne’s surrender, and nearly 
twelve months following Frederick’s 
fearléss assertion,’ that France openly 
declared herself a friend and ally ot 
Colonial America, lent money, and fur- 
nisheqd men and a fleet to in car- 


aid 
rying on the war. The alliance with 


! France was ratified by Congress Feb. 


6, 1778.

about to decide the cOdnflicting claims 
of England and France to America— 
had displayed the elements of a gieat 
soldier.- It was in July, 1755, that 
Washington took command of. the first 
expedition in America, at the begin- 
ning of the war between England and 
France.

ed by the motherland, the kingdom of 
Great Britain, and a new-born nation 


sprang into being; loyal to his best 
self. His willing hands were ready to 
place u wreath of laurel upon the 
brow of the victorious Washington. 


At one and the same time he sealed 
his unqualified interest in General 
Washington and this country, by pre- 
senting to the father of the new Re- 
public, America’s most famous son, a 


beautiful sword, inscribed witn these 
words: ‘‘From the Oldest General to 
the Greatest.”
